To either of the Constables of the Town of Millbury, in 
the County of Worcester, Greeting: 

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you 
are directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town 
of Millbury qualified to vote in elections and town affairs to 
meet at their respective voting places to wit: Precinct No. 
1 at the Town Hall; Precinct. No.2 at the First. Church 
at Bramanville; Precinct No. 3 at the Memorial High 
School; Precinct No. 4 at the Dorothy Manor School; and 
Precinct No. 5 at the East Millbury School, on Monday, the 
first day of February, next, at six o’clock in the forenoon, 
to elect the following officers, to wit: 

Article 1. To choose a Town Clerk, Treasurer, Collector 
of Taxes, Auditor, Moderator, Six Constables, Tree Warden, 
Three members of the Board of Selectmen, One Road Com- 
missioner, all for the term of one year; One member of the 
School Committee, One Trustee of Public Library, One 
Cemetery Commissioner, Two members of Board of Public 
Welfare, One Road Commissioner, One Assessor, One mem- 
ber of the Board of Health; all for the term of three years; 
One member of the Millbury Housing Authority, for the 
term of five years. 

Article 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers for 
the year ensuing. 

And to meet on March 138, 1954 at 2:00 P. M. in the Town 
Hall, in said Millbury, to act on the following articles, to 
wit: 

Article 3. To hear the reports of several Town Officers 
and Committees and act thereon. 

Article 4. To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be necessary to defray Town Charges for the year 
ensuing, including sums for the lighting of Streets, the 
maintenance of the Town Library, the observance of Mem- 
orial and Armistice Days, Care and improvement of cem- 
eteries, care of clocks, care of fire alarm, the use of the 
Tree Warden, the use of the Department of Veterans’ Ser- 
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vices, salaries of Fire Department, and Police Retirement, 
Pensions, or take any action thereon.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,000.00 to be paid the Millbury Society 
for District Nursing, or take any action thereon. 

Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen to 
borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1954, and 
to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, 
and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a period 
of less than one year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 
44, General Laws. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize

Report of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of Millbury: 


The Board of Selectmen herein present the reports of the 
various Town Officers for the year ending December 1958. 

We wish to extend our sincere appreciation to all Town 
Officials and the Departments for their co-operation and 
assistance during the past year and to state that their efforts 
on behalf of the Town, were of great assistance to us in the 
performance of our own duties. 

The new fire-proof vault, in the basement of the Town 
Hall Building, needed by Town Officials for permanent stor- 
age of Town records has been completed. This vault has 
relieved congestion of filing systems in the offices of various 
Town Departments. Old records are now in a place of per- 
manent storage and safety, leaving the present files available 
for current records. 

Of three suits pending against the Town for land-taking 
for the new High School site, the Board is happy to report 
that one has been settled out of court. In addition for the 
Budreau land already taken for the school, Mrs. Mary Bud- 
reau gave the Town an additional four acres. The Board 
awarded Mrs. Budreau $1,000.00 plus $266.00 costs. 

All fire and wind insurance policies on all Town buildings 
have been incorporated into one master policy. This has 
eliminated 34 individual policies and has relieved various 
Town Departments of unnecessary clerical work. These poli- 
cies have been written up for a five year term, with one-fifth 
payable each year. This five year plan saves the Town some 
money and makes the estimated cost of insurance more 
exact. 

Due to fatalities on North Main Street at the City Line, 
the Board, at the request of Police Chief Vulter, instructed 
the Worcester Electric Light Co. to install two large mercury 
vapor lights. 

For small sums the Board aided the Legion and Boy Scout 
Troops to improve their respective quarters. Both organiza- 
tions generously donated their services and labor in these 
renovations and the Board extends its appreciation for their 
co-operation. 

Metal storm windows have been installed in ten windows 
of the offices of the Town Clerk and Selectmen. This instal- 
lation has not only made it more comfortable for the Town 
employees, but also has aided in fuel saving. 

During the year the location of the new Toll Road has 
caused much anxiety and uneasiness to the residents of the 
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Town of Millbury within the proposed area. The Board is 
very grateful to the Citizens’ Committee, that was appointed 
at a hearing held in East Millbury, for their excellent co- 
Operation and services rendered. Because of the interest 
shown by this committee, aerial photos were taken by the 
Toll Road Authorities, at a cost of $1,000.00 to them, for a 
possible re-location which would save as many Millbury 
homes as possible.

I have had 403 request for inspections and have traveled 
about 1800 miles to inspect these calls. There has been an 
increase of building's, in the East Millbury section of town, 
these calls are of 6 miles and more and 2 more to each house.

‘To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

As Veterans’ Agent, I hereby submit my report of serv- 
ices rendered for the year ending December 31st, 1953, 
together with financial reports: 


151 Original Discharge Certificates were recorded. 

650 Photostatic copies of Discharge Papers, Birth, Mar- 
riage, Divorce, Death certificates, and other docu- 
ments used in connection with Veterans’ Benefits, 
and claims filed against the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion, and other branches of the Federal and State 
Governments. 

29 Claims for abatement of Real Estate taxes were filed 
by Disabled Veterans, holders of the Purple Heart 
Award, Widows and Gold Star Parents. 

50 Men were registered for the draft. 

146 Korean Bonus applications were completed and filed 
with the Bonus Commission. 

250 Claims, or applications were filed with the Veterans’ 
Administration, and other branches of the Federal 
Government, pertaining to Education, Training, 
Subsistence Allowance, Insurance, Medical Treat- 
ment, Allotments, Compensation, and Pensions, for 
Veterans and their dependents. Of these there were 
13 admissions to Veterans’ Hospitals. 


Of the number of claims filed, we know that $6000 was 
received in retroactive awards. $1422 in Burial Allowance, 
and approximately $3000 will be received monthly by those 
veterans whose claims were adjudicated favorably. 

The above figures do not include the amount of money 
received on the payments of insurance benefits which add 
up to many thousands of dollars. 

During the past year we purchased and installed an 
attachment to our photostatic equipment which now enables 
us to reproduce copies of Discharges and other necessary 
documents in much less time, and at a substantial saving. 
Veterans’ Benefits: 

A total of 72 applications were received during the year 
ending December 31, 1953. 


63 Cases with Millbury Settlements 
7 Cases with Out-of-Town Settlements 
1 Case State Settled 
1 Case War Allowance 
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A total of $18,633.48 was expended on Veterans’ Aid dur- 
ing the past year, and approximately one-half of this 
amount either has been, or will be returned to the General 
Fund through reimbursements. 

Veterans’ Aid in 1953 showed a decrease of $5,865.06 
below that which was expended in 1952, and less was ex- 
pended than in any year since 1948.

Road Commissioners’ Report 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


We hereby submit our second annual report covering 
the year 1953. 

In executing the obligations of our position we have en- 
deavored to maintain an efficient administration and have 
expended to the best of our ability the appropriations allot- 
ted to the Highway Department. 

All sidewalks and roads have had attention and repaired 
by patching and graveling where needed. Many streets 
have been oiled and patched where most needed but due 
to the increased cost. of both labor and materials, some 
streets have not been given the full consideration required. 
We hope to remedy this situation in the coming year pro- 
vided the necessary funds are made available. 

Due to the increase of our drainage facilities the cost of 
maintenance has gone up and since this comes out of the 
General Account we feel justified in asking that more funds 
be made available to solve this problem. Certainly it will 
be impossible to do the work properly without this consid- 
eration. 

All streets in town have also been given general attention 
including cleaning the streets of sand and rubbish, repair- 
ing after storm conditions, cleaning drainage systems, 
filushing out catch basins, culverts and pipes. Painting 
and repairing of fences and bridges have also been included 
in our town work plus the cutting of brush and the mowing 
of grass along the main thoroughfares. 

All snow equipment has been thoroughly overhauled this 
year. It has not been done sooner due to lack of funds. This 
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year we have asked for an automatic sand spreader in our 
Snow and Ice Account hoping to bring about a saving of 
labor and equipment costs. Also the growth of new build- 
ing projects and the acceptance of new streets has increased 
the area of snow removal, thus adding to the general snow 
removal expense. 3 

In accordance with the provisions voted at the last an- 
nual town meeting several projects have been awarded 
to outside bidders, hence taking away the work from town 
help and also leaving town equipment idle. This is not an 
efficient policy. We believe that having the necessary equip- 
ment and skilled labor available plus the interest of the 
tewn as a vital part of our policy, that we could have done 
the work in a more efficient and thrifty manner, since we 
are a non-profit organization as opposed to private com- 
panies. 

The Board of Selectmen contacted us during the latter 
part of the year stating that a section of the sidewalk, road- 
way retaining wall and fence on South Main Street ad- 
jacent to the Singletary Rod and Gun Club, Inc. was in a 
dangerous condition. We investigated with a civil engineer 
and our Town Counsel and found this to be true. We then 
requested that funds be made available to remedy this sit- 
uation and absolved ourselves of any claims that might 
be brought as a result of personal injury caused by this 
condition. We asked that such funds be made available 
from the Emergency Fund and thus far no results have 
been forthcoming. The town is still liable for this hazardous 
condition. 

We are grateful to the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
for their interest, continuous co-operation and civic under- 
standing of our problems during the past year.

Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


To the Selectment of the Town of Millbury: 

The report of the Charlton Home Farm Association will 
found on another page of this book. 

A new Medical Care Plan will go into effect next month 
for all categories of assistance and all payments for medical 
care must be made in accordance to this new State Medical 
Care Plan. Fee schedules will be furnished the local board 
of public welfare and Federal and State financial aid will 
be approved on payments made for medical services or sup- 
plies only when payments are made within the fee schedules 
and according to the new plan. 

Recipients of assistance, physicians, druggists, etc. will 
be notified shortly of this new medical plan which they will 
have to follow in the future. 
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Our Temporary Aid caseload during the year consisted 
of 74 cases representing 229 persons with settlements as 
follows: 

48 cases with Millbury settlements 

12 cases with No Settlements (State) 

11 cases with Out-of-Town settlements . 
8 cases with Millbury settlements living elsewhere 

The above cases were aided due to the following reasons: 
persons not old enough for Old Age Assistance; non-citizens; 
chronic and temporary illness; desertion and non-support; 
incompetency; insufficient wages; unemployment; waiting 
periods for social security payments.

Beginning with February 1st a plan for intensified serv- 
ices to Aid to Dependent Children clients will be in effect 
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and to insure adequate service, it becomes necessary for the 
agency administering the program to acquire as full and 
complete an understanding as possible of the family as a 
unit. 

Therefore, the Department is establishing the require- 
ment that all families receiving Aid to Dependent Children 
shall be visited at least once a month. The primary purpose 
of each visit shall be to see that the children are being 
reared in the manner for which assistance funds have been 
granted, and that all possibilities of return to self-support 
are being explored. 

Our caseload during the year covered 26 cases consisting 
of 80 persons.

The two American LaFrance trucks are to be replaced 
during the year 1954 by two Seagrave fire trucks. Both 
LaFrance trucks have served the town for many years. 
The one now stationed at headquarters has been in service 
29 years, and the truck at Number two station, for 33 
years of active service. 

A new truck has also been purchased by the town of 
Millbury to serve the Dority Pond section and will be Num- 
ber 6 Company. A new fire station is also being constructed 
at the junction of Wheelock Avenue on Millbury Avenue 
by Morin Construction Co.

Report on Control of Gypsy Moth and Dutch Elm Disease 


Scouting for Gypsy Moth infestation was carried on in 
various parts of town. No large infestations were found that 
could not be controlled by spraying. Spraying for Gypsy 
Moth was started June 1st and carried on for approximately 
five days then spraying for Elm Leaf Beetle was carried on 
for the remainder of the month of June. 

Thirteen Dutch Elm Disease were removed and burned 
plus several Elms that were in an abnormal] condition that 
would be a breeding place for the bark beetle that spread the 
Dutch Elm Disease. 

Spraying scouting and pruning are essentia! if we are to 
save our Elms. 

All potential and beetle infested Elm wood should be 
burned promptly. 

The Tree Department appreciates the co-operation of New 
England Telephone and Telegraph Company and Worcester 
County Electric Company in line clearance and assisting in 
removal work. :

Report of Board of Health 


Millbury, Mass., December 28, 1953 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

We hereby present the annual report of the Board of 
Health for the vear of 1958. 

January 1. 1953 there were three (3) patients at Wor- 
cester County Sanatorium and one (1) was admitted 
during the vear. Three (3) were discharged leaving as of 
December 3ist, one (1) patient in the Sanatorium. 
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The only Millbury patient at North Reading State Sana- 
torium was discharged in August. 

Ninety-eight (98) children and adults were transported 
to Worcester County Sanatorium for chest X-rays. Two 
(2) licenses were issued for boarding homes for the age, 
two (2) for boarding homes for children and all were ap- 
proved by the State Board cf Health. We also issued 
licenses for two (2) Nursery play schools, one (1) Over- 
night cabins and four (4) Dairies for pasteurization of 
milk. 

We received one hundred complaints and of these forty- 
eight were not signed. As stated before we do not invest- 
igate complaints unless they are signed. Most of the com- 
plaints received were regarding the unlawful dumping of 
rubbish and garbage. 

The Town of Millbury has a contract for the collection 
of garbage throughout the Town and all residents should 
take advantage of this service. A covered garbage can 
containing garbage only and left in an open place is all 
that is required. 

All contagious diseases must be reported and the follow- 
ing cases were reported this year.

Report of Millbury Housing Authority 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


On the completion of the third year of occupancy of the 
Millbury Housing Project, we, the members of the Housing 
Authority, take this opportunity to acquaint the citizens of 
Millbury with progress made during 1953. 

The beginning of the year found the authority issuing its 
5th series of notes for $315,000.00 due in January, 1954. 

There was no contest for the office of member of the 
M.H.A. in the February election since the terms of all mem- 
bers continued for at least another year. However, at the 
annual meeting held by the authority on the day after the 
town election ,the following officers were elected: Chairman, 
John M. Hamilton; Vice Chairman, Richard J. Dwinell; 
Treasurer, Norman G. Lacouture and Assistant Treasurer, 
Gordon P. Breault. 

Several contracts were awarded for work performed dur- 
ing the past year. Bids on all work were publicly advertised 
in accordance with terms of our maintenance program: For 
painting all units in project, one coat of aluminum sealer 
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and one coat of color—Worcester Insulation Co. of Worces- 
ter, for $4,175.00 plus $575.00 for a change order. For trash 
removal—Eugene Emmons of Millbury, $309.40; for main- 
tenance of heating equipment—Howe Petroleum Products 
of Millbury, $200.00; for pruning and trimmig shrubs, Bige- 
low Nurseries of Northboro, $135.00. 

With the completion of the general painting program in 
November, the local project took on a new look. Now instead 
of houses with four colors, the units were brightened up by 
the use of some eight colors. Ranch red, yellows, light and 
dark grays, light and dark greens, brown and ivory all 
MILLBURY—5072—Galley—26 
blended to liven up the general atmosphere of the area. 

During December a settlement in filterbed dispute was 
reached with the R and S Construction Co. of Boston. A 
compromise figure of $17,001.60 was determined through 
arbitration with the above company, and the State Housing 
Board. The R and §S Co. in addition agreed to return to the 
authority $491.50 in payment for work improperly done or 
omitted during construction. 

In 19538 only two units were vacated. The families of 
World War II veterans Charles Brady and Victor Karacius 
were chosen to reoccupy the vacant houses. 

We have been pleased to be able to reimburse the town in 
the amount of $571.93 as payment in lieu of taxes for 1952. 
It is expected that a larger sum, $900.00, will be returned to 
the town for 1958. 

It is hoped that the coming year will find still further 
improvements in the project. At present the authority is 
experimenting with a plan to provide paint, brushes and 
equipment to the tenants who wish to repaint rooms. This 
plan, if successful, will result in the refinishing of many 
rooms—at a much earlier time than anticipated—and will 
make available funds for other important improvements. 


The authority is sponsoring an article in the 1954 town 
warrant for the installation of 120 ft. of bituminous concrete 
sidewalk and granite curbing along the front of the project 
on Grafton Street. This sidewalk will have the dual purpose 
of preventing erosion at the base of the filter bed and pro- 
viding a sidewalk for the children of the project. It is our 
hope that the town will see its way clear to provide sufficient 
funds for this purpose. 

Our rent collected for 19538 totaled $11,789.25—the aver- 
age rent per unit per month slightly exceeded $40.00. Ex- 
penses for the same period were $9,028.62 and were broken 
down into the following accounts; Management $1,629.21; 
Operating Service $323.00; Utilities $340.83 ; Repairs, Main- 
tenance and Replacements $1,314.05; Payment to the town

of Millbury in lieu of taxes for 1952 $571.93; Insurance 
$149.60; On paint contract $4,700.00. Cash in the Millbury 
National Bank as of December 31, 1953 was $18,291.18.

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Report of the 
High School Building Committee 


To the citizens of Millbury: 

The Building Committee for the Memorial High School 
on Martin Street has previously submitted two reports. This 
report relates various important events which highlighted 
activities occurring during the past year. On last March 17, 
at a joint meeting of the School Committee, Town Officials, 
the Architects, Building Consultant, General Contractor, 
members of the Building Committee, the building was ac- 
cepted by the School Committee. 

On April 12, there was a public dedication of the building 
with an outstanding program attended by a distinguished 
group of people as representatives of religious, civic, and 
patriotic organizations. Visiting days were observed in April 
affording local residents and others from nearby towns and 
cities to view the building. It was estimated that more than 
5,000 persons were present during this three-day visitation 
period. 

Probably no comment concerning the town’s greatest un- 
dertaking will be more anxiously awaited than one relating 
to its cost. A copy of all bills incurred on this project have 
to be submitted to the State for audit and upon completion, 
the town will begin to receive installment payments on a 
50% basis as the State’s share in this building program. 


Athletic Field 


The appropriation made for constructing and equipping 
the high school building did not include the amount neces- 
sary to develop the Athletic Field. 


The voters at the last annual town meeting, realizing the 
need for providing this important asset to complete an all- 
round educational program, voted to appropriate the sum of 
$80,000 to build and equip a field for outdoor activities. 


The Committee took immediate steps to have plans pre- 
pared and to obtain construction bids. Three bids were re- 
ceived; the lowest by Louis Neri, who was awarded the 
general contract. The filling and grading an area of more 
than six acres of land was a tremendous job, as thousands of 
yards of earth had to be moved and levelled before laying 
out work could start. Finally, the baseball, football, and 
practice fields were laid out, three tennis courts, a four-lane 
straightway 100-yard running track, a quarter mile track, 
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bleacher seats for 1200 persons, a power lawn mower, stor- 
age garage building erected, wire fences and enclosures, 
gates, etc. were installed, proper drainage provided, and all. 
fields, except paved sections, prepared for and seeded. 

The long dry spell prevented completion of some seeding 
and other work on the front lawn, so a limited amount of 
work will be necessary on that section when weather condi- 
tions are favorable. 


Sidewalk 


It was voted on Article 24 at the annual town meeting to 
construct a bituminous sidewalk with granite curbing along 
the easterly side of Martin Street from North Main Street, 
and to continue this walk across land on the new Memorial 
High School; that section of walk on school land to be con- 
structed under supervision of the Building Committee and 
by competitive bid. The Committee advertised for bids; three 
were received, the lowest by J ohn Boria, who was awarded 
the contract.

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Report of the School Committee 


To the citizens of Millbury: 


The School Committee herewith submits its annual report for the 
school year ending December 31, 1953. 

With the opening of the Memorial High School this year, a consider- 
able increase in the school budget was made necessary for such serv- 
ices as cafeteria, Industrial Arts, Domestic Science, transportation, 
custodian service, maintenance items, fuel, electricity, student driver 
training, physical education, etc. 


Mr. Edward Smith, Mr. Francis Taft and Mrs. Filomena Paradiso 
were appointed custodians at the new high school. 


Our former high school is now our Junior High School. The former 
junior high is now named the Center School. 


Two new bus routes, made necessary by the consolidation of the fifth 
and sixth grades of the town, were awarded to Mr. Jette and Mr. 
Matson. | 

The new cafeteria has been in operation since September with Mrs. 
Irwin Clark being named cafeteria manager and Miss Emma Crepeau 
and Mrs. Mabel Cuthbertson as assistants. 


Two movie projectors have been purchased for the continuation of 
the visual aid program in all schools. 


One hundred and ninety new Universal type desks were purchased 
to replace older type desks. 

For the year 1953, the state has re-imbursed the Town of Millbury 
a total of $88,492.13, toward the cost of school operation. 


Many major repairs and renovations were carried out in the School 
Department in 1958. 

In the Junior High School, the boiler was re-tubed, all wooden floors 
were re-finished and all cement floors were painted. At the Center 
School (former junior high) complete inside re-decorating, which in- 
cluded painting of all woodwork, walls and ceilings, was completed. At 
the West Millbury School, both interior and exterior were painted, a 
new water pump and chimney pipe were also installed. 

The chimneys at all schools were cleaned during the year. 


Asphalt black top surfaces were laid at the Junior High School, 
Center School, Burbank and West Millbury Schools to improve drain- 
age and muddy yards. 

Major repair work was carried out at the Industrial Arts building 
(old depot) when it became necessary to remove the jutting overhang- 
ing roof. Furnace grates were also replaced in this building. 

The cupola at the Providence Street School required extensive brick 
work repair during the year. 

Combination storm and screen windows were installed at the Bur- 
bank, West Millbury and East Millbury Schools. 

New front entrances were constructed at East Millbury and West 
Millbury Schools. 

We wish to thank school personnel, parents, citizens of the Town, 
and all personnel of Town Departments for the fine cooperation ex- 
tended to us during the past year. We would also like to thank Mr.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


I respectfully submit my seventeenth annual report and the sixty- 
fourth in the series of reports of the Millbury School Superintendents. 

In 1946 the total number of babies born in this country was 3,360,000. 
In 1947 the total was 3,730,000, and in 1948 it was 3,200,000. These 
figures compare with a pre-war normal of 2,200,000 births per year. 
Since 1948 the birth-rate has continued to be high. The children born 
in these post-war years are now coming into the school systems, and 
the result has been disastrous in many communities of the nation. A 
few years ago Dr. Frederick J. Moffitt of the New York State Educa- 
tion Department wrote a report entitled “The Crisis in Elementary 
Education.” In this report he noted that the climax in overcrowding 
in the schools would not be reached until 19538, but noted that already 
60,000 pupils in New York State were housed in substandard rooms, 
and 45,000 pupils are on part-time schedules. 

In his report Dr. Moffit pointed out the problems involved in this 
enormously increased school enrollment especially with regard to ob- 
taining properly qualified teachers, and providing buildings to accomo- 
date, the ever-increasing number of pupils. He said that the solution 
of the problem depended in great measure on the courage and vision 
of the school committees and administrators, working closely with an 
informed community. Forseeing the crisis in elementary education they 
would provide the resources and leadership necessary to meet the need. 

Here in Millbury the opening of our new Senior High School has 
been a major step toward the goal of adequate accommodations for the 
pupils of the Town. Considering the rapid growth of the Town, and 
the high birth rate of the last several years, it becomes increasingly 
evident that the time has come to make the remote provisions for the 
erection of a new elementary school. The location and size of the school 
will depend upon a great many factors which will require a great deal 
of study before any decision can be made. We recommend that a Com- 
mittee be set up to make a complete survey of our present school 
facilities, school population in the various areas of the Town, possible 
sites for the new school, estimates of the size of the building required, 
etc. The Town would have to appropriate a certain sum of money to 
cover the expenses of this Committee. 

In the past the School Committee and the citizens of the Town have 
taken pride in providing excellent educational facilities for the chil- 
dren of the town. That the pupils have taken advantage of, and profited 
by these facilities, has once again been demonstrated by the history of 
this year’s graduating class. Of the seventy-one graduates from the 
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High School forty-four were accepted for higher studies in institutions 
of college grade. This record is the more remarkable when we consider 
that from 10 to 20 is the usual per cent of a high school graduating 
class to enter college. 


SAVINGS STAMPS 

As a result of the continued co-operation of William Young, Post- 
master, in all matters pertaining to our schools, we have continued the 
plan whereby either Mr. Young or Mr. Despard visits the Burbank, 
Union and Providence Street Schools every Tuesday, and the Dorothy 
Manor and East Millbury Schools each Thursday so that pupils may 
have the opportunity of purchasing Savings Stamps. Pupils of the 
West Millbury School purchase savings stamps weekly at the West 
Millbury Post Office. 

From January 6 through December 10 a total of $5,909.70 worth of 
stamps have been sold.

REPORT OF MR. STEPHEN BEATON 
HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


The attendance in the Millbury Memorial High School at the begin- 
ning of this school year topped the four hundred mark for the first 
time in the history of Millbury High School. When the attendance 
was taken the first day it was found that four hundred and sixteen 
pupils had registered. This was an increase of thirty-one over the 
opening day’s attendance of 1952. This increase has taxed the teach- 
ing personnel to the limit, and any appreciable increase in the number 
of pupils in the next school year will necessitate an immediate addition 
to our teaching staff. Also, due to the very nature of the position and 
to the fact that our student enrollment has increased so greatly, the 
position of Guidance Director should become a full-time job. The State 
Department of Education stipulates that there should be a full guid- 
ance teacher to every two hundred and fifty students—we now have 
over four hundred pupils and do not have one full-time guidance 
director. 

Six new teachers were added to our faculty at the beginning of 
school in 1953. Mr. Rawland Cresser, a graduate of Fitchburg State 
Teachers College in 1953, was appointed assistant to Mr. Wilmar Ela 
in the Industrial Arts Department. Mrs. Jane Dakin, who received 
her B.S. Ed. degree in 1937, did graduate work at Cornell University, 
taught four years at Mendon and one year at Sutton, and who has 
seven years of County Extension Service, was appointed to the newly 
created department of Domestic Science. Miss Ann Harrington, who 
graduated from Arnold College in 1952, and who had one year’s 
experience at Shrewsbury, was appointed to the position of teacher 
of Girls’ Physical Education and coach of girls’ athletics following 
the resignation of Miss Mary Chappell, who now has a position in the 
Natick school system. Miss Katherine Harris, a graduate of Smith 
College in 1958, was appointed teacher of Spanish and English. Mr. 
Angelo Insalaco, a graduate of Springfield College in 1952, who did 
graduate work at Springfield during 1952-58, was appointed to the 
newly created position of teacher of Boys’ Physical Education, instruc- 
tor of Driver Education, and coach of boys’ football and track. Miss 
Margaret Russell, a graduate of Clark University in 1945, who taught 
four years at Oxford High School and one year at Worcester Girls’ 
Club, was appointed teacher of United States History and English. 
We would like at this time to welcome the six new faculty members 
and wish for all of the above mentioned teachers every success and 
happiness in their new positions. 

The prizes awarded annually to the members of the graduating 
class were as follows: Miss Joan Revane was awarded the Becker 
Junior College Scholarship Key for excellence in commercial subjects; 
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Miss Shirley Salmonsen was presented the Daughters of the American 
Revolution Certificate for outstanding characteristics of good citizen- 
ship; Dean Whittier was awarded the Rensselaer Alumni Association 
Medal for proficiency in mathematics and science; the Misses Carol 
Dobie, Betty Vayo, and Shirley Salmonsen were presented the Millbury 
Memorial High School Athletic Award for outstanding achievement 
in the field of sports; Dean Whittier was presented the Millbury 
Woman’s Club scholarship Award of one hundred dollars. 

We were again awarded the certificate of approval as a Class “A” 
High School for the school year ’52-’53 by Mr. A. Russell Mack, 
Supervisor of Secondary Education. 

Millbury Memorial High School again has reason to be proud of 
its school paper, because, for the second consecutive year the ‘“‘Reflec- 
tor” has won a double honor. First, by the Freedoms Foundation from 
which the “Reflector” received a Principal School Award. Only one 
other high school in New England received this award; namely, Norton 
High School, Norton, Massachusetts. Principal awarded schools may 
choose one teacher and one pupil each for an expense paid round trip 
to Freedoms Foundation’s National Headquarters, the historic shrines 
of Valley Forge and Philadelphia, the birthplace of American Freedom. 
They also receive the George Washington Honor Medal and the 
Freedom Library. The awards program is open to every public, 
parochial, and private school in the United States. These awards are 
presented to the schools which, in the opinion of the awards jury, are 
doing an outstanding job of teaching the foundamentals of the Ameri- 
can way of life. Second, the Reflector, in competition with hundreds 
of other high schools publishing similar school magazines, was again 
awarded Second Place by the Columbia Scholastic Press Association 
for the second successive year. May we again offer our sincere con- 
gratulations to Mr. Hamilton and the Reflector Staff for another 
excellent job and for the honor they have brought to our school. 

Our clubs and organizations again enjoyed a pleasant and success- 
ful year under the guidance and leadership of the following teachers: 
Boys’ Athletics, Mr. Martin Roach and Mr. Angelo Insalaco; Girls’ 
Athletics, Miss Mary Chappell and Miss Ann Harrington; The French 
Club, Miss Helen Brown; The Science Club, Mr. Thomas McGinn; 
The Biology Club, Mr. Richard Kenary; The Junior Red Cross, Mr. 
Raymond Shaw; The Reflector, Mr. Thomas Hamilton; The After- 
math, Miss Helen Brown; The Dramatic Club, Miss Margaret Marl- 
borough; The Glee Club, Orchestra, and Talent Assembly Group, 
Miss Katherine Bowe; Public Speaking, Mr. Robert Carey and Miss 
Margaret Russell; Cheering Squad, Miss Adrienne Lachapelle, Miss 
Mary Chappell and Miss Ann Harrington; Student Council, Mr. 
Raymond Shaw. To be added to this list in the near future will be 
the School Band, which at this writing is in its formative stage. 

The interest of the parents and pupils of the high school in the 
furtherance of education is definitely reflected in the 96.45 percentage 
of attendance maintained in the High School for the year ’52-’53. 

Before closing this report I would like, on behalf of the students, 
teachers, and myself, to thank the townspeople for the beautiful and, 
what is more important, very practical new Millbury Memorial High 
School. It is certainly a beautiful, living memorial to the men and 
women of Millbury who have been, and who are now in the armed 
services of our country. 


REPORT OF MRS. ELLEN CLARK 
CAFETERIA MANAGER 
The first four months of the cafeteria proved to be very successful. 
From September 14 to December 23 there were 17,183 meals served. 
A typical meal is comprised of a main dish, fruit juice, dessert and 
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milk. In addition to these meals, 11,575 individual bottles of milk were 
sold to pupils who carried their lunches. The price for a complete 
meal is 25 cents and the cost of a bottle of milk is five cents. This low 
price is made possible because of the generous amount of commodities, 
as well as a nine cent reimbursement on each meal and a two cent 
reimbursement on each bottle of milk, given us by the Federal Gov- 


ernment.

REPORT OF MISS ANN D. HARRINGTON 
SUPERVISOR OF PHYSICAL EDUCATION—GIRLS 

In the Millbury High School each girl is required to take two 
classes a week in physical education. The program consists of calis- 
thenics, individual and team sports of high organization, relays, and 
dances. One class out of every month is devoted to first aid. 

All girls participate in the individual sports of archery, tennis, 
elementary bowling, and tumbling; and the team sports of soccer, 
speed ball, field ball, basketball, volleyball, and softball. 

In the Junior High School each girl takes physical education once 
a week. The program consisting of the same activities as the high 
school except for a few variations due to the conditions that prevail. 

The varsity program is made up of field hockey, basketball, and 
softball, in which the girls compete against other schools in the area. 

The aims of the program are 

1. To help build a more phy sically fit being. 

2. To help develop skill in performance. 

3. To help the individual to think for herself. 

4. To help to develop a sense of sportsmanship, being able to lose 
as well as win. 


REPORT OF MR. ANGELO INSALACO 
SUPERVISOR OF PHYSICAL EDUCATION—BOYS 

A physical education program is new to the boys of Millbury. There 
was never room nor facilities for it in the past, and the building of the 
new school has brought both adequate room and ample facilities. In 
the program, I am keeping in mind the aims and objectives of physical 
education which are physical, social, intellectual, cultural, and mental. 

The program which I will follow when all space and facilities are in 
full use will be as follows:

Health and first aid are to be taught within the Physical Education 
program. Ten to twelve classes will be devoted to the teaching of this. 
The Red Cross manual will be followed as the guide for the first aid 
teaching. 

Driver Education is being given to all those of age, 16 or over, who 
can fit in to the time which I have left after the physical education 
classes have been scheduled. First preference is given to seniors. The 
classes consist of four pupils. The student will have about 15 hours 
in the classroom and five hours in the car. At the completion of the 
course, a written test is given by me, and the road test will be given 
by an inspector from the Registry of Motor Vehicles. Besides being 
issued a license the student will be entitled to a 15% reduction in his 
insurance rates. 

In conclusion I would like to say that it is my desire through physical 
education and its aims and objectives to help our boys to enjoy a 
better life through a healthier outlook both physically and mentally. 


REPORT OF MRS. JANE 8S. DAKIN 
SUPERVISOR OF HOME ECONOMICS 


My first annual report is hereby submitted to you with a great deal 
. of pleasure. This year is the first one enjoying the facilities of the 
Home Economics department made possible by the new high school. 

With the aid of a member of the School Committee, the four kitchen 
units in the new room were fully equipped. New stoves were installed 
making it possible for students to have the opportunity to learn the 
operation and care of both gas and electric ranges. A new bulletin 
board and a portable blackboard were also added. 

The number of pupils participating in this program includes all the 
freshmen girls, required to enroll for double periods every day. This 
course is also opened to senior girls, and it is regretable that only 
eight take advantage of the homemaking course. 

The freshmen classes include prescribed work in foods, such as 
preparation, food buying, menu planning, table setting, and manners. 
Special emphasis is placed on the importance of vitamins and minerals 
in every day meals. Upon completion of the foods unit we hope to 
cover two other phases of Home Economics education, namely: 

Clothing—to give definite assistance to pupils in selection of becom- 
ing patterns and ready-made garments. Each girl will be expected 
to complete one garment. Good groomng will also be woven into this 
project. 7 

Gracious Living—Personal Development. The importance of getting 
along with people will be stressed. Family relationship will be dis- 
cussed with aim to knit the famly closer together through participa- 
tion in household duties. 

It is my belief that every girl should have an opportunity to parti- 
cipate in the Home Economics Program. The knowledge acquired will 
be of value to her no matter what field of endeavor she may enter. 
I hope all these goals set before us will be attained by the end of the 
school year. 


REPORT OF MISS ROSE B. NERI 
TEACHER OF SEWING 

The clothing construction class is of tremenodus value to the youth- 
ful American girl. Since every girl at sometime becomes a homemaker, 
she must acquire a knowledge of several practical arts to suitably 
place her in this natural realm. Sewing is very emphatically one of 
the necessary arts. 

We initiate beginners in the seventh grade by teaching them the 
various hand stitches most frequently employed; they practice these 
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stitches extensively and apply them in making three articles for a 
sewing kit, specifically, a sewing bag, pincushion and needle case. 
Also, when time permits a small household article is made. The latter 
part of the year is devoted to a comprehensive study of the sewing 
machine; the girls attain a thorough understanding of functional 
mechanisms of the machine and commence basic practice in operat- 
ing’ it. 

In the eighth grade, pupils further their practice as they learn the 
machine stitched seams. Knowledge and skills gained thus far are ap- 
plied in making three articles of clothing starting with the least com- 
plicated, an apron, and progressing to the more intricate garment, a 
dress. At this time another important phase of sewing is learned—the 
use of the commercial pattern. The girls are taught the meaning of 
various notations and symbols accompanying these patterns, to alter 
patterns to individual measurements and lastly to use them properly. 

Not only is sewing essential to every girl for its practical uses but 
also for its vast assistance in proper grooming and proper wardrobe 
planning. Sewing is a wonderful attribute to every girl, its practical 
application to everyday life is very extensive. 

This year we are expanding the sixth grade curriculum by introduc- 
ing the art of sewing. The same course of study will be followed as 
previously planned for the seventh grade. However, this means that by 
the end of the eighth grade the girls will have had great opportunity 
to go on to more detailed work making them more advanced and better 
prepared for sewing in senior high school. 


REPORT OF WILMAR H. ELA 
SUPERVISOR OF INDUSTRIAL ARTS 


Industrial Arts provides an opportunity for developing the type of 
citizen needed in an industrial democracy such as ours. 

Since the inception of Industrial Arts in this country about seventy- 
five years ago, members of the profession have realized the opportuni- 
ties which shop activities provide to work in an informal atmosphere 
with boys. 

In Industrial Arts, in general, there are no prescribed projects that 
have to be made and no specific examinations that must be passed by 
all, but each pupil may be working on a different project of his own 
choice at a rate of speed that is within his ability, or at a task that he 
is capable of completing successfully. 

Encouragement in the development of industrial alle: hobbies, and 
home workshops is one of the most important objectives of industrial 
arts. Such activities are a good weapon against juvenile delinquency. 

With these basic objectives in view the school department has, this 
year, launched a new program in Industrial Arts. The elementary 
school industrial arts program, taught by Mr. Farias, begins in the 
fifth grade where pupils engage in specific behavior patterns which 
are primarily directed toward the achievement of the industrial arts 
objectives. 

The high school curriculum of Industrial Arts includes the following 
in a four year course: English I, II, III, IV, Civics, Biology, U.S. 
History, Consumer Economics, Physical Education, and also Shop 
Mathematics, Shop Science, Mechanical Drawing, and Blueprint 
reading. 

Students in the Industrial Arts Course are required to engage in the 
periods of Industrial Arts activity, and in two periods of academic 
class, each day. 

With this broad program it was necessary to secure the services of 
another Industrial Arts instructor, Mr. Cresser. 

The practical work of the pupil takes place in the general shop 
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which embraces four working areas, metal, wood, power mechanics, 
and electricity. 

Equipment in the general shop, at the present time, includes: metal 
lathes, shaper, drill press, band saw, circular saw, jointer, and an 
automobile for use in theory and practice for power mechanics. The 
securing of other tools and equipment which had been planned for, has 
been delayed. 


REPORT OF MR. JOSEPH FARIAS 
TEACHER OF WOODWORKING 

Industrial Arts in the elementary, grades must of necessity be limited 
to the capabilities of the students. The students are first introduced to 
the simple and basic hand tools. Bird houses, table centerpieces, toys, 
games and novelties are the medium used to develop the child’s skill 
and dexte rity. 

As the child acquires skill, segment construction, hollow or solid 
block, and papier mache work is introduced. This phase of construction 
is particularly adaptable to correlation with his other subjects. 

Industrial Arts on the junior high school level is of an exploratory 
nature. The students are encouraged to use the various materials, tools, 
methods and processes used in the industries of the world in which we 
live. 

Projects, no end in themselves but used as a means to an-end, convey 
the fundamental processes. Linoleum block carving and silk screening 
show the methods used in the reproduction or printing industry, Proj- 
ects made from Keene cement show the processes used in casting in 
both the ceramic and metal industries. Wood projects exemplify some 
of the materials and processes used in the cabinet making and carpen- 
try trades. Eventually mechanical drawing and plastics will be intro- 
duced to the students to give them some understanding of the drafting 
and plastic industries. 

Armed with a broad and diversified background, the student is better 
pepe for the more specialized training he will receive in high 
school. 


REPORT OF MISS KATHERINE M. BOWE 
SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


There are two preliminary steps in musical training. The first is 
singing songs by imitation, without any thought of technical element 
or effort; the second is the introduction and application of technical ele- 
ments for the purpose of re-enforcing and strengthening the imagina- 
tive and memory process. These are the basic factors of musical 
development. 

In the elementary grades the music program progresses from the 
singing of rote song's in the first grade to simple note reading in the 
second grade. From the third thru the sixth grades, the understanding 
and appreciation of music becomes a reality thru the introduction of 
theory and harmonics. 

All children sing by note from the third grade and advance to the 
singing of two and three part songs in the Junior High School. 

I supervise the music in the elementary grades approximately every 
three weeks. 

The junior high students have two music periods a week. 

In the High School we have, at the present time, two Glee Clubs, a 
Talent Group, and an Orchestra. All of these groups are very much 
interested in music and work diligently to acquire a more thorough 
knowledge and correct interpretation of good music. They greatly 

enioy these classes and it is a distinct pleasure to work with them. 

The entire program is set up so that music plays an important part 
in the schedule from the first grade thru the High School. 
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REPORT OF MISS FLORENCE M. SCARPACI 
SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


“The eye is blind to what the mind does not see,” says an old Ara- 
bian proverb. And for the mind to see, it must be capable of seeing. 
Our appreciation of what is good in art or literature or music is not 
born with us or thrust upon us, but acquired by putting forth effort, 
and by study and observation. Even the artist must study and observe. 
He does not come into the world with an original capacity for appreci- 
ation though he may have certain aptitudes that enable him to learn 
more quickly than others. 

Thus, the general aims of the art course are: To develop the creative 
imagination through the planning and making of that which is beauti- 
ful; to acquire art knowledge; to establish standards of taste—per- 
sonal, domestic and civic; to give opportunities which will lead to a 
more worthy and happy use of leisure time. 

Fundamental principles of design, color harmony and drawing are 
included in the elementary grades. Accuracy and neatness in handling 
the materials are stressed. Crayon is the media used in the elementary 
grades. This year water color was introduced to the sixth grades as an 
added media. 

The work in the Junior High School is more individualized and 
studied on a more advanced scale. 

The high school course of study has been made more flexible this 
semester. We have added crafts to our program. Block printing, textile 
painting, suede painting or flocking, clay modeling, metal crafts are 
some of the subjects already covered. For Christmas we are creating 
beautiful and exciting ‘‘snow fantacy” centerpieces. When the need 
arises, art is correlated with the other subjects. It has been a very 
happy and most successful experience. 


REPORT OF RICHARD E. CHURCH, M.D. 
SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


The annual school physical examinations are in progress. We are 
continuing in the process of changing our previous schedule to the 
one provided in state regulations which became effective on September 
1, 1952. This change is being carried out in steps in order that no one 
grade will be omitted for too long a period. 

The athletic teams are being examined and treated as usual. The 
pre-school vaccination clinics were conducted in the spring. 

The improved school facilities have been very helpful in conducting 
the examinations, 


REPORT OF MISS ANNA B. CALLAHAN, R.N. 
SCHOOL NURSE 


The routine physical examinations by the school physician, the test- 
ing of eyes, and weighing and measuring of all school children have 
been started. The State Board of Education has issued health cards 
to be used by the family physician, if requested by the parents, and 
returned to the school. The parents have been very co-operative and I 
hope in the future that more children wi!l be examined by their own 
physicians who know the health history of the family. 

When the examinations are completed, notices of defects will be sent 
home. Carious teeth still head the list of defects, and I would like to 
remind parents it is their responsibility, and is very important to the 
health and appearance of the child. 

Vision and hearing tests will be given every second year. However, 
the first grade pupils, those who wear glasses, or any special case 
brought to our attention, will be examined whenever arrangements can 
be made. 
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Through the proceeds of the eye glass fund six children have been 
examined, and glasses fitted to those who needed them. Through the 
sale of Xmas seals and pins two girls and one boy spent a month at the 
Sterling Health Camp. 

Pre-school registration day was held in May and all children, whose 
parents requested such, were vaccinated. 

Through the proceeds of the Kiwanis Club, three children had their 
tonsils removed at Memorial Hospital. 

The Census of Physically Handicapped children has been taken and 
pean M the Board of Education and the State Department of Public 

ealth. 

Three handicapped children are attending special classes in Worces- 
ter. We still have twenty-three children with some degree of speech 
defect. Some of these cases have improved with help from their teach- 
ers. Two who have attended the clinic at City Hospital have improved 
and one has been dismissed. 

During the year I have called on the Directors of the Salvation Army 
Fund for assistance. This fund has provided clothing, shoes, rubbers, 
dental and medical care to deserving families. 

The Dental Clinic, sponsored by the Board of Health, and in charge of 
Dr. M. M. Hennebery, was held once a week. It gives me great pleasure 
to see the great number of children whose teeth are being saved by this 
clinic. Dr. Hennebery put a great amount of effort and pride in his work, 
thus improving the health and appearance of our children. Twenty- 
seven clinics were held and the following work completed: 302 silver 
fillings, 26 prophylaxis, 42 extractions. 

During the year, I have made two hundred and eighty-five home visits, 
attended several health meetings, and have taken a course at Clark 
University.
